A Sluiil* lUMtratlon of th« Workloc* ot 


th« Currant. 


Electric lighting, heating and cook- 


ing may be illustrated in a very nimple 
way. If you put a poker in a hot flrc- 
tho limit-motion of the fire will start the 
iron (articles into heat-motion and 
make the poker hot. At first it.remains 
black, although even then it gives out 
heat; presently, iu u very hot. lire, it be- 
eomes white-hot, und gives off MO much 
light, as well as bent that you can read 
by it in the dark; if it, gets stall hotter 
It will melt. But if the poker is a hol- 
low tiiln- and luis water in it, the heat 
will be coi'ducted through tho iron into 
the water and the water will boil. Or, 
if tho hollow iron is connected with 
other pipe and wuter i/ns!HMi through, 
t he heat, will Iw carried off by the water 
Howiiif^ through without, il.s boiling; 
anil if the tube is removed from tlic fire, 
instead of being white-hot, it, is only 
warm. 
Now, when electricity flows 


through a sufficiently largo wire, the 
fiirmitiscottduGtotlawHywithout hcut- 
Ing. When it flows intou wire too small 
tho current heals the wire, and unless 
the heat is curried off by radiation, the 
wire melts. If carbon is used instcai! 
of wire, it becomes white-lieai, and we 
h;m- tin- electric light. In one case the 
heating is external, from the lire with- 
out,; in the. other it is internal, from the 
current within—and this is a chief dif- 
ference.
